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The Point-in-Time (PIT) Count provides a

snapshot of the individuals and families

experiencing homelessness in a

geographical area, over the course of one

night.

What is the PIT Count?

Volunteers will receive training, be organized in

teams and go out to designated locations where

we believe unsheltered persons may be located.
